Low voter turnout 


Only 27 percent 
cast ballots

AGAWAM — Across the region 
Tuesday, voters packed into poll- 
ing locations to cast their ballots 
during Election Day, but in Aga- 
wam, the voter turnout was lower 
than anticipated. 

On the local ballot, voters were 
asked to whittle down a field of 
19 candidates for the 11 avail- 
able seats on the city council and 
nine candidates for the six avail- 
able seats on the school commit- 
tee. The seventh school committee 
seat is held by Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen, who ran unopposed for the 
mayoral seat. 

Agawam voters were also asked 
to decide on a senator to fill the seat 
vacated by former state Sen. Mike 
Knapik, R-Westfield, and weigh in 
on a ballot question to change the 
term lengths for elected officials 
from two years to four years. 

While Town Clerk Richard M. 
Theroux originally estimated a 40 
percent voter turnout for the elec- 
tion, only 27 percent of registered 
voters cast ballots, Theroux said.

Humason bests Bartley 
for open senate seat

WESTFIELD — After a whirl- 
wind campaign and _ special 
election that lasted just 12 short 
weeks, State Rep. Donald Huma- 
son, R-Westfield, defeated Holy- 
oke City Councilor David Bartley 
in the special election Tuesday to 
name a new State senator in the 
Second Hampden 


winning 3,521 to 2,303. 

In Holyoke, Bartley garnered 
7,072 votes while Humason 
had 2,519. In Westfield, Huma- 
son had 7,089 votes to Bartley’s 
1.910. 

Southwick got a decent turnout 
with Humason winning 1,132 to 
267. In the past several years, 
Southwick has voted Republican 
in most major elections. 

Easthampton was won by Bart- 

ley 2,867 to 1,611. 
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during a national 
election, both 
candidates had 
their eyes on the 
prize as they vied 
for the vote in 11 
different commu- 
nities in the area. 

In the end, 
Humason bested 
Bartley 18,123 votes to 16,493 
votes. 

Democrat Bartley carried his 
home city of Holyoke, along with 
the section of Chicopee represent- 
ed, and democratically dominated 
Easthampton. Humason carried 
his home city of Westfield by a 
wide margin, and carried several 
of the smaller towns, including 
Granville, Tolland, and Russell. 
Humason won Southwick with a 
healthy margin thanks to a good 
turnout. 

Agawam would end up being 
the “swing city.” Humason car- 
ried the vote in Agawam By a 
margin of more than 1,200 votes,

Humason’s platform has been 
widely focused on continuing to 
bring local aid back to cities and 
towns in Western Massachusetts, 
especially in his district. He is 
focused on continuing that fight 
with a bigger voice in the 40-per- 
son state senate. 

“T want to bring more local 
aid to our communities and sup-

WSU honors former Agawam teacher

AGAWAM — It was a very 
special homecoming for West- 
field State University alumna Ann 
Zucco Favreau. The former Aga- 
wam resident and retired Agawam 
teacher returned to her alma mater 
last month to receive its Distin- 
guished Alumnus Award. 

The award is presented annu- 
ally during homecoming week- 
end to a graduate who has made 
an outstanding contribution to the 
community. A 25-year colorectal 
cancer survivor and an Agawam 
teacher for nearly 30 years, she 
is only the fourth award recipient.

PALMER — Pending a potential recount, 
casino opponents scored a startling upset in 
the town of Palmer Tuesday, with a 93-vote 
margin defeating a casino host community 
agreement signed by Palmer officials and 
the Mohegan Tribal Gaming Authority. This 
came after many months of heavy market- 
ing of a proposed resort casino development 
on 152 acres of Thorndike Street in Palmer 
leased from Northeast Realty. Several public 
officials had also lined up behind the proj- 
ect. 

Mohegan officials were reportedly plan- 
ning to request a recount, though Palmer 
Town Clerk Susan Coache said she had re- 
ceived no formal communication to that ef- 
fect as of presstime. Paul Brody, Mohegan’s 
Palmer development director, referred ques- 
tions about the project to Cosmo Macero Jr., 
senior vice president at the marketing firm 
O’Neal & Associates, who was unavailable 
for comment at presstime. 

Assuming the numbers reported officially 
by Coache Wednesday morning stand, pre- 
cincts in Palmer voted as follows: 

Precinct 1 — 693 yes, 555 no 

Precinct 1A — 88 yes, 98 no 

Precinct 2 — 591 yes, 836 no 

Precinct 3 — 532 yes, 581 no 

Precinct 4 — 660 yes, 587 no 

The full tally was 2,657 against and 2,564 
in favor, or 5,221 total, amounting to ap- 
proximately 66 percent of 7,760 registered 
voters. 

Several residents expressed surprise at 
the results announced at the Palmer Office 
Building late Tuesday night. 

Nevertheless, there was an air of jubila- 
tion among members and supporters of the 
Quaboag Valley Against Casinos (QVAC) at 
their storefront on Central Street, who so- 
cialized late into the night. 

Charlotte Burns, co-president of the 
QVAC, credited an active membership for 
getting their message out into the commu-

nity. Michael Eagan agreed. 

“It’s not every day that a small town like 
Palmer can beat a multi-billion dollar corpo- 
ration,” he said. “And that’s what happened 
today.” 

But for his part, Palmer Town Manager 
Charles Blanchard said that he was disap- 
pointed in the results, because of the millions 
of revenue that could have been brought into 
the community that could relieve the pres- 
sure on a tight budget. He pointed to ongo- 
ing concerns with retired teacher insurance 
accounting for an official gap — as far as the 
state is concerned - between what the town is 
spending on the Palmer Public Schools and 
what they are expected to spend through the 
“minimum local contribution” requirement. 

“Obviously I’m disappointed, but I’m not 
sure this was really about the project itself,’ 
he said. “When I look at three different votes 
in Palmer, West Springfield and East Boston 
voting down these revenues, it makes me 
think that the governor and Legislature were 
really out of touch with the sentiment of the 
state when they passed the bill.” 

Palmer teen Alexander LaMarche, who 
held a pro-casino sign on Main Street on 
Election Day said that at his first election, he 
wanted to do some good for Palmer. 

“Palmer needs an economic boost and I 
think the casino will do that,” he said. 

During the day, many casino supporters 
felt their momentum was building, as Mohe- 
gan CEO Mitchell Etess praised the turnout 
and Elaine Boone, chairperson of the “Yes 
for Palmer” committee said that “people 
have been responding with a lot of energy 
and excitement.” 

But one person who did not seem as sur- 
prised as others when the results were an- 
nounced was Palmer Planning Board Chair- 
man Michael Marciniec. 

“People talk about the successful non- 
binding referendum in 1997 but people 
forget that there were three unsuccessful at- 
tempts before that,’ he said. “After all this, I 
don’t think the vote was that different than it 
was back then.”

Say ‘Thank You’ 
to a veteran 


n Monday morning while many of us 

will wake up and give thanks for a day 
off of work, we should be waking up ready 
to thank a veteran. Here in Agawam, resi- 
dents will have the opportunity, thanks to the 
Agawam Veterans Council, who will hold a 
ceremony at Veterans Green outside Phelps 
School at 10:45 a.m., Monday, Nov. 11. 

Veterans Day, originally called Armistice 
Day, was first proclaimed on Nov. 11 in 1919 
by President Wilson, recognizing that fight- 
ing from “The Great War’ had ceased seven 
months prior to the Treaty of Versailles when 
an armistice (or temporary cessation of hos- 
tilities) was established between the Allied 
nations and Germany. The armistice went 
into effect on the 11th hour of the 11th day 
of the 11th month. It is a day remembered as 
“the war to end all wars.” 

President Wilson said, ““To us in America, 
the reflections of Armistice Day will be filled 
with solemn pride in the heroism of those 
who died in the country’s service and with 
gratitude for the victory, both because of the 
thing from which it has freed us and because 
of the opportunity it has given America to 
show her sympathy with peace and justice in 
the councils of the nations...” 

As time passed celebrations were held on 
the day beginning at 11 a.m., mostly with 
parades and public meetings and brief sus- 
pensions of business. On May 13, 1938 an 
act of Congress (52 Stat. 351; 5 U. S. Code, 
Sec. 87a), made the 11th of November in 
each year a legal holiday — known as Armi- 
stice Day, dedicated to the cause of world 
peace. 

Though originally set aside as a day to 
honor veterans of WWI, in 1954 after WWII 
and Korea, the 83rd Congress amended the 
Act of 1938 by changing the word “Armi- 
stice” to the word “Veterans.” Following the 
approval on June 1, 1954, Nov. 11 became a 
day to honor American veterans of all wars. 
It became Veterans’ Day. Later that year on 
Oct. 8, President Dwight D. Eisenhower 1is- 
sued the first Veterans Day Proclamation, 
which said: “In order to insure proper and 
widespread observance of this anniversary, 
all veterans, all veterans’ organizations, and

the entire citizenry will wish to join hands in 
the common purpose. Toward this end, I am 
designating the Administrator of Veterans’ 
Affairs as Chairman of a Veterans Day Na- 
tional Committee, which shall include such 
other persons as the Chairman may select, 
and which will coordinate at the national 
level necessary planning for the observance. 
I am also requesting the heads of all depart- 
ments and agencies of the Executive branch 
of the Government to assist the National 
Committee in every way possible.” 

So on this Veterans Day, remember those 
who fought, remember those who sacrificed, 
and remember those who still serve. Say 
“Thank You” to a veteran.

Many Agawam supplied 
have done so since the trash services to the 


first new condominium development 
in town, which was Beekman Estates, 
in the 1970s. On May 3, 1982, Attor- 
ney Pacella speaking for developer 
DePalma, obtained approval from the 
City Council for the Mansion Woods 
development by stating that the town 
would not have to supply street, curb, 


lighting, or trash service. It was also 
stated that school utilization would be 
minimal and typical condominium de- 
mographics suggested less need for fire 
and police. These points were made to 
overcome councilors’ concerns about 
wetlands towards the rear of the prop- 
erty and increased traffic in the front. 
Relegating a sub-group of residential 
taxpayers to a reduced level of service 
in perpetuity, based on a developer’s 
arguments in a council meeting, would 
seem legally questionable especially 
since neither we nor the town solicitor 
have found examples of any of it be- 
ing incorporated into legal documents 
(such as master deeds and bylaws). 
The town proceeded to craft solid 
waste policy to exclude trash services 
for condominiums. At the same time, 
when the developer was selling units 
at Mansion Woods and subsequent 
condominiums, he advised prospec- 
tive owners that they would get some 
tax relief through reduced assessment 
values. Available records show that 
the town did provide that relief for a 
number of years, but by the late 1990s

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Leftover turkey recipes usually call for 
heavy carbs like stuffing and potatoes. I love 
those recipes and have a few of my own. But 
here is a recipe that is somewhat lighter and 
will make you feel a little better 
about your splurge on Thanks- 
giving Day. This is a great meal 
to have the day after the holi- 
day. 

My inspiration came from a 
salad I ordered at our favorite 
restaurant while vacationing in 
Cancun. It was served as a side 
dish, not a main dish. I immedi- 
ately thought that adding cooked 
chicken or turkey would make 
it a great main entrée. Since 
cranberries are not a staple in 
Mexico, they used dried cher- 
ries. I do like to add feta cheese 
to complement the sweetness of 
a fresh or dried fruit. And the 
bacon and pecans add a salty 
crunch. Having several salad 
dressings in a household of only two may 
create “expired clutter” in your fridge. So, I 
normally use Italian dressing and add about 
a teaspoon of Balsamic vinegar. 

Although my lettuce of choice is Romaine 
and it stands up well to any dressing, if you 
choose to prepare this salad ahead, add the 
lettuce and bacon just before serving to re- 
tain the crispness of both.

AGAWAM — Six Flags New England 
will partner with MGM Resorts Internation- 
al on an exclusive multi-year joint marketing 
agreement that designates MGM Springfield 
as the official casino-resort partner of Six 
Flags New England. 

“Early on MGM targeted Six Flags New 
England as a great corporate partner,’ said 
Bill Hornbuckle, MGM Resorts president 
and chief marketing officer and MGM 
Springfield president. “[This] deal is a point 
of extreme pride as we have worked hard to 
connect with existing regional amenities that 
have deep roots in Western Massachusetts 
and not cannibalize these anchor attractions. 
This agreement proves it can be done.” 

This is the latest partnership announce- 
ment by MGM in its ongoing effort to work 
with the city of Springfield and the Western 
Massachusetts region to bring an approxi- 
mately $800 million residential, retail, din- 
ing, and entertainment district to downtown 
Springfield. Late last month MGM an- 
nounced several exclusive endorsements by 
chambers of commerce throughout Western 
Massachusetts. 

MGM Springfield was competing for the 
Western Massachusetts license with Mohe- 
gan Sun in Palmer, which in June announced 
a water and entertainment park was being 
added to their design. Voters in Palmer cast 
ballots Tuesday, Nov. 5, to determine wheth- 
er or not to allow a casino in their town but it 
failed to pass by just 93 votes. 
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A proposal by Hard Rock International 
for a casino located on Big E grounds was 
defeated by West Springfield voters in Sep- 
tember. 

In July, the MGM Springfield proposal 
was approved by Springfield voters, and 
since the vote, the MGM team has been 
meeting with Western Massachusetts stake- 
holders and neighboring communities to 
firmly establish relationships and continue 
to prove themselves as the best casino op- 
erator to enhance the Western Massachusetts 
economy.

(3,097), James P. Cichetti (2,900), Donald 
M. Rheault (2,651), Joseph Mineo (2,964), 
Paul C. Cavallo (3,052), Cecilia P. Calabrese 
(2,925), Dennis J. Perry (2,467), George 
Bitzas (3,033), Robert E. Rossi (2,683) and 
Christopher C. Johnson (3,261) secured their 
seats Tuesday. Incumbent Robert A. Magov- 
ern lost his seat to Anthony R. Suffriti by a 
vote of 2,415 to 2,368. 

Other candidates on the ballot included 
Peter A. Boadry, who took 1,584 votes; Peter 
T. McNair, who received 2,325 votes; David 
G. Morin, with 1,658; Rose Anna Misischia, 
who garnered 1,704; Billy Chester, with 
1,830 votes; and Corrine Wingard, who took 
2,274 votes. 


School Committee 

Of the nine candidates on the Agawam 
School Committee ballot, incumbents Shel- 
ley M. Borgatti-Reed, Anthony C. Bonavita, 
Roberta G. Doering, Diane M. Juzba, and 
Wendy T. Rua were re-elected. Borgatti- 
Reed received 3,211 votes; Bonavita, 3,356; 
Doering, 3,117; Juzba, 3,060; and Rua, 
2,/58. Incumbent Linda M. Galarneau lost 
her seat to newcomer Carmino J. Mineo, 
who had 2,856 votes, according to Theroux. 


Mayoral, Senate Race 

Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who 
ran unopposed, was re-elected to his position 
with 3,764 votes. 

Also on the ballot was the state senate race 
in the Second Hampden Hampshire District. 
Republican Donald F. Humason Jr. beat 
Democrat David K. Bartley for the position 
— which was previously held by Knapik — by 
a vote of 3,521 to 2,303. In all, Humason 
received 18,123 votes to Bartley’s 16,493. 
Humason, who was state Rep. for the city 
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Gene Santaniello of Agawam and hea Mineo of Springfield braved chilly 


of Westfield for the past 12 years, worked 
under Knapik as a chief of staff for several 
years. 


Ballot Question 

Also put forth to voters was a ques- 
tion to decide whether or not to extend the 
term lengths for elected officials, including 
mayor, city councilors and school commit- 
tee members.

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port public policy that is good for cities and 
towns in Western Massachusetts,” said Hu- 
mason. 

He will be one of just four Republicans in 
the senate, and has been placed on the Ways 
and Means Committee, a position previously 
held by former state Sen. Michael Knapik, 
who resigned August to take a position at 
Westfield State University. 

Knapik and State Rep. Nicholas Boldgya, 
R-Southwick, were both on hand to help cel- 
ebrate with Humason. 

Boldyga has already been working with 
Humason as state representatives for neigh- 
boring districts. 

“Don and I have a great relationship,’ said 
Boldyga. “We are on the same page about 
many local issues including making sure 
people are paying lower taxes and are able 
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to have a roof over their head and food on 
the table. I’m looking forward to having him 
carry that forward now as a state senator.” 

With voters rejecting a casino proposal 
in Palmer, Springfield looks to be a likely 
destination for a casino. Humason says he 
will do his best to represent the interests of 
surrounding towns such as Agawam, South- 
wick, Holyoke, and Chicopee. 

“For those surrounding towns, it will 
be all about mitigation,” said Humason. “I 
have to do my best to make sure there will 
be minimal impacts on those communities 
if Springfield does get a casino downtown. 
But I also hope to support the positives, in- 
cluding job creation and additional tourism 
and revenues.” 

Humason will have to run for re-election 
next fall for a full two-year seat. He con- 
firmed that he will run again.

university covers several acres and has more 
than 6,000 students with many program of- 
ferings.” 

A Venice, Fla., resident now, Faverau was 
diagnosed with colorectal cancer in 1988. 
When she joined the Ostomy Association 
of Greater Springfield, she met people liv- 
ing productive lives with an ostomy. Favreau 
soon became a leader in local, regional, na- 
tional, and international ostomy organiza- 
tions. 

President of the Springfield group from 
1991 to 1995, she later joined the United 
Ostomy Association (UOA). Favreau held 
various leadership positions in this national 
organization — including two years as presi- 
dent. Currently, she’s secretary of the In- 
ternational Ostomy Association, a position 
she’s held since 2005. 


Cancer prevention advocate 

Teaching at the Granger Elementary 
School at the time of her diagnosis and sur- 
gery, Favreau said it was the teacher in her 
— and Katie Couric — that spurred her cancer 
prevention advocacy efforts. 

“T felt that educating people about screen- 
ing and encouraging them to be tested to 
prevent the disease was important,” she said. 
“Then I heard Katie Couric tell her husband’s 
colon cancer story when I was invited to the 
White House in 1988. She inspired me to do 
something on a national level.” 

Favreau helped UOA create a prevention 
committee to develop materials distributed 
to 450 support groups nationwide. She made 
prevention awareness presentations — and 
became a sought-after speaker. She wrote 
magazine and newspaper articles and au- 
thored several books to raise public aware- 
ness and inform readers about cancer pre- 
vention efforts. 

Favreau’s most recent book —“It’s Okay 
To Have An Ostomy” — is a collection of 
her inspirational poems about life-changing 
ostomy surgery. Published in 2012, it has 
won acclaim from cancer survivors and os- 
tomates. 

“It’s been rewarding to hear from people 
all over the globe that my efforts in the os- 
tomy community and cancer prevention 
have made a difference in their lives,” said 
Favreau. 

After graduating from AHS in 1954, Fa- 
vreau attended the then small state college 
to prepare for a teaching career. In 1958, she 
graduated summa cum laude and married 
her husband Raymond. She started teaching 
Agawam first graders in 1959. 

Favreau credits her years of teaching and 
her experience training teachers throughout 
New England at professional development 
seminars for much of her success. 


“Standing before a group of your peers 
and sharing your creative teaching tech- 
niques provides experiences of timing, clari- 
ty, and audience interaction that are required 
to inform and inspire,” said Favreau. “These 
skills transferred to my passion for aware- 
ness and prevention.” 


Career, family, and community service 

Favreau moved to Florida in 2002, 10 
years after retiring from teaching in Aga- 
wam. In between raising four children in 
Feeding Hills and teaching, she became ac- 
tive in a number of community service or- 
ganizations. 

A past president of the Agawam Lioness 
Club and the Pioneer Valley Reading Coun- 
cil, Favreau continues to give back to by vol- 
unteering for numerous community service 
groups and professional organizations in 
Florida. 

Her community service work has earned 
Favreau many kudos and much recognition 
over the years, but the WSU award is very 
special. She was nominated by her college 
roommate, Patricia Fair Cote. Aware that 
Cote had nominated her for the award, Fa- 
vreau was still stunned to learn she was re- 
ceiving the award. 

“Pat and I are lifelong friends. I was very 
honored that she nominated me,’ said Fa- 
vreau. “I was surprised, delighted, and hum- 
bled to realize that my life experiences were 
worthy of distinction.” 


An inspiring, impressive nominee 

In her nomination letter, Cote said Favreau 
has been a “competent leader” in every field 
where her life has led her. “From early col- 
lege successes to ‘retirement’ activities, her 
intellectual involvement has never lagged,” 
wrote Cote. She called Favreau “a wonder- 
ful role model” for the WSU community 
and an “inspiration” to generations of WSU 
alumni. 

Kathi Bradford, director of Alumni Af- 
fairs at WSU, said Favreau’s nomination was 
SO impressive that no other nominees were 
considered for the 2013 award. 

‘A nomination from a peer or friend pro- 
vides more information and more opportuni- 
ty to award a truly distinguished alum — not 
just one who has made a large gift or a splash 
in the media. We look for alums who have 
spent their professional lifetime serving the 
community. Ann truly represents the mean- 
ing of this award.” 

Ann Marie Waller, one of Favreau’s two 
daughters and an Agawam resident, said her 
mother has always “given her all,” no matter 
what she was doing. “To honor her with the 
Distinguished Alumnus Award is very fit- 
ting,” said. “Because of her ‘can do’ attitude, 
she encourages everyone that they can do 
anything and go anywhere.”

Neal welcomes action to tackle 
offshore tax avoidance

WASHINGTON - Congressman Richard 
E. Neal, a senior member of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, recently welcomed a 
decision by the U.S. Treasury Department to 
take further action to cut down on offshore 
tax avoidance by American citizens and to 
bring more transparency to international 
banking. 

The Treasury Department disclosed strict 
tax compliance and enforcement measures 
that foreign financial institutions (FFI) must 
observe when U.S. individuals seek to estab- 
lish offshore accounts in foreign banks. The 
new reporting requirements are the next step 
in the full implementation of the Foreign Ac- 
count Tax Compliance Act (FATCA), which 
was passed by Congress in 2010. Neal held 
hearings on the issue and was a co-sponsor 
of the legislation. 

According to the Treasury Department, 
FACTA was enacted to target non-compli- 
ance by U.S. taxpayers using foreign ac- 
counts. FACTA requires foreign financial 
institutions to report to the IRS information 


about financial accounts held by U.S. tax- 
payers, or by foreign entities in which U.S. 
taxpayers hold a substantial ownership inter- 
est. The guidelines published by Treasury 
today represent a significant step forward in 
the implementation of legislation design to 
reduce offshore tax evasion. 

“T have worked hard to crack down on 
Americans engaging in offshore tax avoid- 
ance for many years,” said Neal. “These tax 
cheats cost the treasury billions of dollars 
in lost revenue each year. It has been my 
firm belief that foreign financial institutions 
should be held accountable for their actions, 
and the culture of bank secrecy must come 
to an end. These new rules and requirements 
will bring much needed transparency to in- 
ternational banking. It will improve taxpayer 
compliance and prevent U.S. citizens from 
evading their taxes through complicated 
avoidance schemes. These new enforcement 
tools announced by Treasury today are an- 
other example that the days of foreign tax 
havens are coming to an end.”
